HE Catholic in commnnion with the Church of Rome, 

believes it damnable to hold, that the Pope, or any 
power in heaven or earth, can give him leave to commit 
ins whatſoever; or that for any ſum of money he can 
n an indulgence or pardon for fins that are to be commit- 
by him, or his heirs, hereafter. He firmly believes that 
vs can be forgiven, without a true and hearty repentance

Now the releaſing or moderating for juſt cauſes theſe penaltic 
incurred by lin, is called an indulgence. And the power o 
granting ſuch indulgences is viſibly implied in the promiſe o 
the keys, and of binding and looſing made to the paſtors 0 
the church, St. Matt. xvi. 19. And the exerciſe of . 
power was frequent in the primitive church; and is even au 
thoriſed by the example of St. Paul himſelf, who granted ſuc 
an indulgence to the inceſtuous Corinthzan, 2 Cor. ii 16 
forgiving, as he ſays, in the perſon of Chriſt; that is, by t 
power and authority he had received from him. Now the go 
works uſually requued for the obtaining indulgences, 2 
prayer, faſting, viſitipg churches, confeſſion, communion, at 
alms deeds : But what money there is given at any time on! 
account, concerns not at all the Pope's coffe;s, but is by eve

Although they

But the truth of it is, the cares and
